tacked the present policy and asked 
for the repeal of the so called “ neu­ 
tra lity” resolution of 
the 
last con- 
gres. 
Under this authority, he said, a:uns 
were permitted to go across the bor­ 
der to the Huerta faction, but were 
prevented by the armed forces of the 
United States from going to the fac­ 
tions opposed to Huerta. 
Senator Fall praised the W ilson ad­ 
m inistration for 
refusing 
to recog­ 
nize what he termed the "assassins 
of the president of Mexico” as the 
established government in the repub­ 
lic. 
His speech brought a response from 
Senator Bacon, chairman of the for­ 
eign 
relations committee, that 
was 
regarded by some as voicing the atti­ 
tude of the administration. 
Senator Baron said the solution for 
rth e p resen t d ifficu lt!** In Mex ico

Kin the white men of the republic, con- 
instituting the educated classes, taking 
[ up arms to establish order. 
Fo r the United States to attempt 
to protect her citizens by arms in 
Mexico meant intervention and occu­ 
pation probably for all time, he said.

Two Hundred Ton* of Fuel Oil Are 


Ignited by W hat Is Believed to Have 


Been Carelessness of a M achinist's 


Helper In Carrying Lighted Candle 


Into the Hold. 


New York, June 28.— Two hundred 
tons of fuel oil on board the steel 
tank steamer Mohawk, owned by the 
Standard Oil company, exploded with 
a terrifflc roar and a burst of flame 
while the vessel was at anchor off 
Tom pklnsvllle, Staten island. In New 
York 
bay, killing 
five persons and 
injuring six others. 
A dozen more are unaccounted for, 
but are believed to have been res­ 
cued. 
Two bodies were seen floating 
in the hold while flreboats were still 
pouring streams of water Into the 
wrecked steamer. 
The other three 
victim s 
probably 
were 
blown 
to 
pleees. 
Carelessness of a machinist's help­ 
er was reported to have caused tne 
explosion. 
Fifty men, including the 
crew 
and 
twenty 
machinists, 
who 
were making repairs preparatory to 
the Mohawk's departure for Tuxpam, 
Mex., were on board. 
A 
helper 
was 
declared 
to 
have 
dropped a washer Into the hold be 
low the fire room. 
Seeking to recov­ 
er It he is believed to have carried 
a lighted candle, which caused coin 
bustion among 
gases generated 
in 
the hold. 
The explosion was heard for many 
miles. 
A 200-foot flash of flame, a 
column of smoke, the detonation, a 
volcano of debris and the Mohawk 
settled aft, while flreboats, wrecking 
tugs and other harbor craft hurried 
to the scene from all directions. 
A score of men who were blown 
overboard were rescued unhurt from 
the water. 
Others clung to stanch­ 
ions and rails or huddled In the bow. 
whence they were dragged to safety 
on boats.

"There seems to be no reason why 
physical discomforts should stop con­ 
gress from doing Its duty” is the w ay he 
puts It to the men who bave made that 
excuse. 
A year ago it was very hot In B a lti­ 
more. but the Democrats in national 
convention declared that the country 
would be “ freed from panics and con­ 
sequent unemployment and business 
depression by such a systematic revi­ 
sion of our banking laws as w ill ren­ 
der 
temporary 
relief 
in 
localities 
where such relief is needed, with pro­ 
tection from or domination by what is 
known as the money trust.” 


Somewhat Indefinite. 
Like many platform declarations, tlie 
words quoted nre not very definite, but 
Indicate 
a 
necessity 
for 
legislation. 
The real positive declaration is against 
the Aldrich bill fur the establishment 
uf n central bank. 
Perhaps the real 
differences between the su called Aid- 
rich plan and that finally worked out 
by the party In power w ill not be so 
very great when action Is taken. 
But, no matter w hat Indirection may 
be found in the platform, the intent was 
to show that present banking laws 
were inadequate and that they should 
be amended 
To that 
promise the 
president Intends to hold his party. Just 
as he held it in regard to tariff legisla­ 
tion. 
He w ill have to be “ shown" more 
reasons for abandoning currency legis 
Intion than have been so far presented 
If he consents that the session adjourns 
without action. 


W hat Ha Can Do. 
Congressman Sereno Payne of New 
York, during his long service in con­ 
gress has been much of the time In the 
m ajority and most of the time he 
has been one of the five men who ran 
the house. 
So when be makes fran­ 
tic appeals for right* of the minority, 
for so many years ignored by himself 
and fellow Republicans, it excites a 
loud guffaw. 
Over something of little 
Importance the other day Payne said: 
W hat can a poor minority member 
do? He Is not a member of the Dem­ 
ocratic caucus, and he cannot protest 
there.” 
To which John Fitzgerald replied, 
“ The members of the poor minority 
can properly spend their time in of­ 
fering thanks to Divine Providence 
that the people in their supreme w is­ 
dom had placed the government In the 
bands of the Democratic party."

Somewhat Indefinite. 
Like many platform declarations, the

Tho real positive declaration Is against 
the Aldrich bill for tho establishment 
of a central bank. 
Perhaps the real 
differences between the so called Aid- 
rich plan aud that finally worked out 
by the party in [lower will not be so 
very great when action is taken. 
But, no matter what indirection may 
be found in the platform, the intent was 
to show that present banking laws 
were Inadequate and that they should 
be amended 
To 
that promise the 
president intends to hold his party, just 
os he held it in regard to tariff legisla­ 
tion. 
He w ill have to be “ shown" more 
reasons for abandoning currency legis 
lotion than have been so far presented 
lf he consents that the session adjourns 
without action. 


W hat He Can Do. 
Congressman Sereno Payne of New 
York, during his long service in con­ 
gress bas been much of the time in the 
majority and most of the time he 
has been one of the five men who ran 
tile house.

Forcefully the Pastor pointed out 
that once Christian people, even Bible 
students, misunderstood this text, aud 
read it us though It suid that God so 
loved the world as to keep them from 
I>erisblng, in order that the elect few 
I might look over the battlements of 
Heaven a n i see the non-elect writhing 
in torture—unable to perish—forced to 
live, 
that 
by their sufferings they 
might entertain the more fortunate, 
w’ho were guaranteed bliss to the full. 
W hat rigid did we ever have, said 
tile Pastor, thus to put iido the mouth 
of our Savior, as our creeds have done, 
words which He never uttered—words 
which are very untrue—indeed, a blas­ 
phemy against our Maker! 


Light SJiines Through the Fog. 
We are not faulting our forefathers, 
said tho Pastor. 
Had we been in their 
places, we would have been as con 
fused as they, and we might have in­ 
dulged In heretic-burning, etc. 
Aud 
had they lived In our wonderful day 
of great light, knowledge, education. 
Bibles, etc., doubtless they would have 
had as noble ideas as ourselves re­ 
specting the proprieties of Christian 
and Divine conduct, and Love and 
Justice. 
Ttie Bible tells, us that Satan 
and bis fallen angels are responsible 
for those terrible “doctrines of (le­ 
mons,” which have given thinking peo­ 
ple such horror and driven so many 
away from God into unbelief. 
Let us rejoice In the light of this 
better Day. 
Let us become Bible stu­ 
dents In the highest sense of the term. 
Never before has there been such an 
opportunity for knowing the real teach­ 
ing of God’s Book. 
We have Bibles, 
concordances, helps, and general edu­ 
cation which permits us to study these.

According to the stories, King George 
and Qu*» on Mary, In look ing round for 
a wife for their eldest son. are look ing 
with favor on the Princess Elizabeth, 
the daughter of the crown prince of 
Roum ania. 
She will be nineteen on 
8e p t 211, so that she is Just a little 
younger than the prince and comes 
from a family closely connected with 
the English royal family. 
Her mother 
Is the Crown Princess Marie, daughter 
of the English Duk e of Edinburgh, 
who becam e nt the « v. 1 of ills life Duk e 
of Saxe-Coburg-Gothn. 
Consequently the Prince of Wale« is 
her second cousin, and In the many in­ 
ter marriages of European royalty that 
Is i>erhnpH as distant a relationship as 
any English prince Is lik ely to bear 
toward Ills bride when the com plica­ 
tions of religion and political expedi­ 
ency are considered. The father of the 
crown princess was a prince of the 
house of Hohenzolleru before he was 
elected on April 20, 1800, prince of 
Roum ania, and the mother is Carmen 
Sylva, whose poetic genius und urtis 
tic talent have made her so pictur­ 
esque a figure In the annals of court 
life 
On the other hand, it is suhl that 
Queen Alexandra, the queen mother, Is 
very anxious that the Prince of Wales 
should choose as his bride the P rin­ 
cess T atiana of Russia. 
She is the 
second daughter of the czar and was 
born on May 2'J, 1807. 
She Is conse­ 
quently 
about three years younger 
than the prince and would be some­ 
what more suitable to him In point of 
age than the Koumaniaii princess. She. 
too. Is a second cousin of tin» prince. 
The czar m arried the Princess Allx of 
Hesse, who is the daughter of the lute 
Princess Alice, second daughter of 
Queen Victoria. 
In this case, how ­ 
ever. there is the objection that the 
czarina has shown a certain weak ness 
In the blood that no one would desire 
to see passed on to her grandson, who 
would be some dny k ing of England.
